The applicant argued that the amendments to claims 1, 7, 13 and 27 places the application in condition for allowance. 
In particular, the applicant argues that the cited art does not disclose the applicants claimed, "wherein when an exactly overlapping 
language is not availables said protocol coordination mechanism identifies protocols that are within a vocabulary of said first obiect and 
said second obiect and selects a protocol that minimizes a translation burden to a router.' 1 

The examiner maintains that the previous action addresses the applicants claimed limitation, where the examiner cites Sawyer as 
disclosing two units in communication. Sawyer discloses the communication being possible through a number of protocols which are 
listed within some form of memory. Sawyer discloses using a task to select which protocol is best suited (minimizing a translation 
burden) for establishing communication between the two units (Col 7 lines 11-30), where minimizing a translation burden is open to a 
broad interpretation, where merely avoiding cancelling tranlation due to error may be viewed as minimizing a translation burden. 
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
